P I TTI VG WASTE INTO PORK. 
An Oklahoma boy, named W ickett, 
now* a soldier at Camp McClellan, has 
a plan by which the governm ent can 
save a large, sum of money and sub­ 
stantially increase our food product­ 
ion. 
He estim ates th a t the w aste at 
the average camp of 30,000 would 
feed 1,500 hogs. This refuse is now 
disposed of in incinerators. The prop­ 
osition is to turn into pork w hat is 
now going into ashes. 
P rivate W ickett, it should be ex­ 
plained, was a farm er before he en­ 
tered the service. He m anaged a big 
stock farm . His experience has been 
such as to give w eight to his recom­ 
m endation. He knows w hat he is talk 
ing about. He understands the busi­ 
ness of hog-raising. 
As an evidence of the practicabil­ 
ity of W ickett’s suggestion it may be 
said th a t a t one camp a proposition 
was made to pay $100,000 a year for 
the mess waste. The men who made 
the offer intended to use th e waste 
for feeding hogs. Now, if this feed 
supply is w orth $100,000 in a private 
concern it ought to be w orth quite as 
much to the government. As a m at­ 
ter of fact it ought to be worth a 
good deal more, for the private con­ 
cern, of course, expected to make a 
profit on the business. 
Suppose the average value of this 
refuse for hog feeding is $150,000 


Tor each camp. There are thirty-tw o 
of those camps. T hat would mean a 
yearly revenue of $4,800,000. Such a 
sum is decidedly w orth saving. B ut it’ 
is more than a saving. It would mean 
a big increase in our production of 
pork, which is am ong the first essen­ 
tial w ar foods. 
We have got to produce food. Ev­ 
ery additional dollar's w orth of food 
th at is raised is a direct contribution 
to winning the war. There is a plan 
for raising approxim ately $5,000,000 
worth of food. The only thing neces­ 
sary to do is to put into pigs the 
camp refuse which now goes into the 
fire. 
Some may wonder w h eth er. camp 
sanitation would be affected if the 
waste were carted away instead of 
burned. There is no reason why it 
should. 
Camp garbage can be col­ 
lected ju st as city g a rb a g e ^ . Indeed, 
it can be done much m ore easily. It 
would simply be a case of manage­ 
ment. 
It would be managed well. It 
would be done under the rigid pre­ 
cision of m ilitary schedule. The hog 
farm would be miles away from the 
camp. 
There may be a question 
as 
to 
which would be the better plan— to 
sell the refuse to private concerns, 
or the cam ps to manage the hog 
farm s. 
It does seem as if one of 
those plans should be adopted w ith­ 
out delay. 
It has been said th at the 
last loaf of. bread will win the war. 
That, of course, is a figure of speech. 
B ut adding $5,000,000 w orth of food 
a year to our present production 
from a source of supply th at is now 
being burned up, is not a figure of 
speech. It is an im portant fact and a 
vital duty.— Oklahoman.

e.r“ Fiance. Near Ypres he lost his 
right leg, and received several oth­ 
er m inor wounds a t the tim e his leg 
was shattered.

The audience was patriotically 
pleased at many references to the 
killing of the Boches, and the speak­ 
er was repeatedly cheered. 
He portrayed the work of the Red 
Cross, stressing its activities in the 
w ar zone and pleaded for

funds possible to relieve the suffer­ 
ing of those gallant American boys 
who will soon need succor from the 
organization. T hat phase of the ad­ 
dress left a lasting impression, for it 
was told by one who

HOW GERMANS ARK 
"PACIFYING "RUSSIA. 
London, May 17.— A Russian gov­ 
ernm ent wireless received here today 
reveals the full horror of the German 
atrocities in W hite Russia. 
It says 
th a t trustw orthy witnesses told of the 
violence of the pogroms, tortures, ex­ 
ecutions and savage m ethods of deal­ 
ing with the working classes. 
“ In the Bokrinsk district," the dis­ 
patch says, “entire villages have been 
set afire and plundered. In the vil­ 
lage of Buda, a Uhlan patrol extort­ 
ed several thousand rubies and when 
the peasants had paid p art of it and 
unable to pay more the Uhlans bom­ 
barded the village. 
“In other villages, women and chil­ 
dren, who endeavored to escape from 
fire were pursued by Uhlans and cut 
to pieces with swords or flogged with 
whips.’ In one village an old Jew was 
first flogged and then hanged in the 
presence of all the villagers. 
Most 
savage acts were perpetrated in Jew ­ 
ish villages. 
“All persons suspected of belong­ 
ing to the Bolshevik! and those in 
m ilitary uniform s were im m ediately 
shot.

Chihuahua City, Mea., May 17.— 
W hat was once the Foreign Club and 
a gathering place for nationals from 
many countries has become, in fact, 
a German club since 
Ute 
United 
States went into the war. German 
is now heard more often around the 
tables or at the bar of the club than 
is English. 
There are few Americans now liv­ 
ing here and fewer still of other na­ 
tionalities other than Germans. The 
result has been that these Germans, 
aided by the Austrians, have gained 
control of the once popular Foreign 
Club and use it as a gathering place 
to discuss the war news and to drink 
toasts to the kaiser and his generals. 
Strange Germans arrive 
from 
the 
south wearing cotton drill suits and 
panama hats, are registered at the 
club under fictitious names, confer 
with the local German-Austrian col­ 
ony and then disappear again. 
The few remaining Americans real 
ize that these men are agents of the 
German imperial government carry­ 
ing out special missions but are pow­ 
erless to interfere with their opera­ 
tions. The Germans are said to have 
some form of "underground” news 
arrangement by which they receive 
accounts of the fighting on the west­ 
ern front and celebrate any German 
advance with beer and wine parties 
in the club lounge room. It is believ­ 
ed that they receive secret wireless 
information from Mexico 
City 
as 
their news of the German advance is 
always a day in advance of news re­ 
ceived from the 
American 
border 
cities.

HEAVY DECREASE IN 
DENMARK'S HOG SUPPLY 
(By the Associated Press) 
Copenhagen, May 17.—Denmark’s 
stock of swine, which amounted to 
about 2,500,600 head at the outbreak 
of the war, has now dropped to 400- 
GOO, according to latest estimates. 
Further serious inroads on this stock 
are being compelled by the impossi­ 
bility of importing fodder, principal­ 
ly corn. In 1913 Denmark’s total ex­ 
ports of pork were nearly 250,000 
tons, of which just under one-half 
went to England. All exports have 
now been stopped, and the outlook 
for supplying the domestic consump­ 
tion’s requirements will be dark if 
the war continues much longer.

RAGGED DOLL FROM WAR 
ZONE DOING MISSIONARY WORK 
(By the Associated Press) 
St. Catherines, Ont., 
May 
17.- 
Lieutenant Jack O’Brieh has brought 
a battle scarred doll from shell-torn 
France to freedom, 
although 
the 
doll’s seven year old "mamma” lies 
in a roughly made grave, a victim of 
German ruthlessness. 
The lieuten­ 
ant who is on leave from the French 
foreign legion to do recruiting ser­ 
vice in Canada, is using .the doll in 
his campaign for new soldiers. 
"This doll, says the veteran of 
many battles, "was handed to me one 
day in France by a little brown-eyed, 
curly-haired girl while the Germans 
were sweeping toward the village in 
which the child lived. 
“ ‘I want you to take my dolly to 
freedom,’ she said as her baby arms 
tenderly extended this ragged little 
sawdust doll to me. 
"By terrific fighting the Germans 
drove our forces from the village. 
Later, when we counter-attacked and 
regained the town, it was a scene of 
declaration, the bodies 
of 
soldiers 
and civilians filling the streets. 
"Among the dead was the little 
doll-mother who wanted her ‘baby’ 
to have the freedom of which she had 
been robbed. 
"I buried her in the village from 
which the Germans had been unable 
to drive her, and promised myself 
that I would indeed ‘take dolly to 
freedom.’ ”

In the hope of keping the price of 
food and feed at a reasonable cost 
throughout the state. Judge C. B. 
Ames, Federal Food Administrator for 
Oklahoma, will name a fair price com­ 
mittee for each county. The duty of 
this committee is to work in conjunc­ 
tion with the county food admlnistrar 
tors in keeping published a price list 
of foods aud feeds. 
Tbs price list will not necessarily 
be what the dealers ere charging, but 
what they ought to charge. 
In ap­ 
pointing these committees it is the 
aim of Judge Ames to have men of 
high standing in each county, who 
will be generally recognized as fair 
and whose recommendations of price 
will carry sufficient weight to influ­ 
ence 
the 
dealers to observe them. 
Each county food administrator hat 
been asked to recommend for appoint­ 
ment four men, one of whom will rep­ 
resent the agricultural Interests^ on# 
the laboring interest, one the retall- 
trs, and the fourth, one of general 
weight and standing in the com­ 
munity. 
Judge Ames has appointed a state 
committee to advise with the county 
committee in matters in which they 
are interested.
